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Senator Byrd to Speak at Midwinter Meeting 


he Honorable Harry Flood Byrd, Sen- 
ior Senator from Virginia, will ad- 
dress the First General Session of the 87th 
Midwinter Meeting of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society on the evening of Monday, 
February fourth, 
1952 in the Grand 
Ballroom of the 
Conrad Hilton Ho- 
tel in Chicago. 
Senator Byrd has 
had a long and dis- 
tinguished public 
career since he en- 
tered the Virginia 
State Senate in 1915 
at the age of 27. 
During that career 
he has _ exhibited 
great abilities as an 
administrator and 
proven himself to be 
a keen student of 
practical politics 
and government but 
the aspect of his 
public life that 
arouses our interest 
the most is his will- 
ingness to say what 
he thinks to be right, 
whether or not his 
opinion happens to 
be popular. Back in the 1930's he was a 
leader in attacking many phases of the 
Roosevelt program; today in Washington 
he loudly and clearly proclaims the de-

sirability of economy in the federal gov- 
ment and proceeds to attack waste and 
extravagance wherever he encounters it. 
He is a forthright spokesman for state’s 
rights and a foe of centralization and 
socialization. How- 
ever, he is not an 
opponent of new 
thoughts in govern- 
ment; when new 
ideas have been 
demonstrated to be 
practical he has sup- 
ported them, but 
only after shrewd 
study and analysis. 

Senator Byrd’s 
ancestors settled in 
Virginia in the 
seventeenth century 
and before the Rev- 
olutionary War had 
become one of the 
great land - owning 
families of the Old 
Dominion. With the 
passage of time and 
the attrition of cir- 
cumstances the fam- 
ily holdings were di- 
vided up and passed 
out of the family. 
Harry Byrd went to 
work before he finished high school 
when he took over the management of 
his father’s nearly bankrupt newspaper, 
The Winchester Star. He made a success

of the newspaper business and branched 
out into rasing apples. Today he has the 
largest privately owned apple orchards in 
the world. He followed the same sound 
business principles in serving the people 
that he followed in his private affairs and 
made the phrase “Pay-as-you-go” his 
doctrine in planning government ex- 
penses. This attitude explains much of 
his opposition to the policies followed by 
Roosevelt and Truman. 

He was elected Governor of Virginia 
in 1925 and, in spite of his youth, carried 
out a series of reforms throughout the 
entire state government in the interests of 
simplification and economy. They proved 
workable. He further put through an 
anti-lynching bill which was so effective 
that there has not been a lynching in 
Virginia since the bill was passed twenty- 
two years ago. 

After retiring from the governorship he 
resumed active direction of his business 
affairs and was thus engaged until 1933 
when he was appointed to the Senate to 
complete the term of Claude Swanson 
who had been appointed Secretary of the 
Navy. In the Senate he continued to 
manifest the independence and courage 


he had shown as state senator and gover- | 


nor and he ranks today as one of the 
ablest and most influential members of 
that body. The courage of his convictions 
has led him to vigorously oppose many 
measures. He was a leader against the re- 
organization of the Supreme Court, the 
Undistributed Profits Tax and the plan 
for Executive Reorganization. 

In recent legislation the Senator has 


voted for the Atlantic Pact, for universal 
military training, a seventy group Air 
Force and a radar screen for the United 
States. He feels that our most valuable 
defense against Communism is our free 
enterprise system that, unless we maltreat 
it ourselves, will enable us to out-produce 
the world in the implements of war. 

His whole attitude in public life has 
been a valuable mixture of theory and 
practice. His abilities as a practical poli- 
tician have placed him high in the coun- 
sels of his party and enabled him to get 
things done and he has, at the same time, 
been an implacable foe of inefficiency and 
waste in government. In hewing to his 
own opinions Senator Byrd has voted 
with the Republicans oftener than some 
members of the GOP! 

One of the best illustrations of Senator 
Byrd’s character is to be seen in the fact 
that while he is legally entitled to some- 
thing like $8,000 a year in soil conserva- 
tion payments from the federal treasury 
in connection with the operation of his 
large apple orchards he has declined the 
payments. He feels that a senator should 
not take any money from the government 
except his salary as a member of Con- 


gress. 

Those who have had the privilege of 
hearing Senator Byrd in person or on the 
air know that he is a forceful and able 
speaker. Those who know him in his 
business or political life recognize him as 
one of our most statesmanlike and able 
men in public life today. The Society is 
most fortunate in having the Senator ad- 
dress its First General Session.

FLYING DENTIST DIES IN CRASH 


Members of the Society were shocked 
to learn of the death of George A. Steven- 
son of Harvey in the forced landing of

his light plane on New Year’s Day. Dr. 
Stevenson and his mother were flying 
to St. Petersburg, Florida, where Mrs. 
Stevenson intended to spend the rest of 
the winter. The plane was off its course 
in a driving rainstorm and, after two 
attempts to land, crashed in an orchard 
near Greenville, Kentucky. 

The scene of the fatal accident was 
not far from the place where Dr. Steven- 
son and his wife, Ina, narrowly escaped 
death in a similar accident thirteen years 
ago. They became lost in a snowstorm 
near Louisville and made a forced land- 
ing in a cow pasture without mishap. 

During World War II, Dr. Stevenson 
was a lieutenant in the civil air patrol. 
In 1943 he flew two hundred pounds of 
aircraft engine parts from Muskegon to 
Chicago. His long and avid interest in 
aviation caused him to be known as “the 
flying dentist.” 

His mother, although 83 years of age, 
was a leader in the Third District, Illinois 
Federation of Women’s Clubs and also 
active in civic and church work in 
Harvey. Her husband, who died in 1938, 
had been a dentist and president of a 
Harvey bank. 

Besides his wife, Dr. Stevenson is sur- 
vived by two sons, Robert and Loring, 
and a daughter, Penny.

Prove what real salesmanship 
can do for the welfare of your patients 
first and uppermost—and then for you. 
3. Keep out of debt in 1952. There is 


nothing which will so quickly flatten out 
even a top-flight dentist as financial wor- 
ries. By this we do not refer to obligations 
for necessities, but for luxuries. Today, it 
is easy to get into debt, but keep in mind 
a debt must be paid. 4. Keep up your 
courage in 1952. You will hear many new 
reasons why patients are putting off 
needed dentistry. But we know that if 
patients did not have these new reasons 
or excuses, they would find some old 
ones. They always have. The point to re- 
member is that there are still 60,000,000 
people more gainfully employed in this 
country than at any time in its history, 
which represents tremendous buying 
power. 5. Make more friends in 1952. 
There never was a time when any of us 
did not need to make more friends. All 
of us have friends who pass away or move 
away from our immediate vicinity. That 
is why we need to keep ourselves in cir- 
culation and to avail ourselves of every 
opportunity to cement old friendships. 
6. Tell the truth in 1952. Truth is the 
best insurance a dentist carries. It is the 
yardstick by which those with whom he 
serves judge him. It is the yardstick the 
patient uses when there is more service 
needed. Seldom is an untruth made in- 
tentionally, but an error of omission in 
not telling facts about the limitations of 
dentistry. 7. Keep fit in 1952. Do not 
permit yourself to become flabby-dull- 
unenergetic. Eat in moderation. Wear 
out more shoe leather. Take short vaca- 
tions frequently, rather than one or two 
long tiring vacations. Let the other fellow 
fritter away the best years of his life in 
things which are not conducive to good 
health. Enthusiasm, energy, clear think- 
ing are essentials to success and depend- 
ent upon good health. 8. Plan ahead for 
1952. It is not easy to plan for the future 
amid today’s uncertainties, but even so, 
it is better to make a plan that has to be 
changed than have no plan at all. Set 
up an objective for this year, and one for 

next year, and for the year after. 9. Fol- 
low through in 1952. We all know per- 
sons who are good starters, but poor 
finishers. They are always going to do 
this or do that. Some dentists talk for- 


ever about some professional study they 
intend to pursue to improve themselves, 
improvements in their offices, some phase 
of practice management they intend to 
start soon, etc., but you can’t build secur- 
ity with expectations. Only accomplish- 
ment is negotiable at the bank. So, re- 
member that this year, and next year, and 
every year, it is not what you start that 
counts, it is what you finish. . . . If any of 
you read The Crest, an Oak Park High 
School publication, you will find some 
wonderful poetry and stories contributed 
by the students. My oldest boy, Keith, 
wrote a short story of which I am very 
proud.

CHANGE OF ADDRESS 


Few members of the Chicago Dental 
Society are aware of the provision of the 
Dental Practice Act which requires a 
dentist to notify the Department of Regis- 
tration and Education of any change of 
address “within ninety days thereof.”
